A fter g ettin g h is bonu s Bow m an is 
rep orted to h av e sold h is first ou tp u t 
of canned tom atoes, green beau s and 
corn to th e W estern B rokerage com 
p any , w h ich p aid h im 
in adv ance. 
F in din g h im self sh ort of cash w ith 
w h ich to p ay farm ers for th e ir crop s, 
h e w ent, it is said, to certain leading

friended h im from th e start, sh owed 
th em h is p rosp ectiv e good p rofits, a n ­ 
nou nced th a t h e was th e ow ner of c a n ­ 
ning p lants a t C olu m bia and Th orsby , 
A la., and th a t h e fou nd h im self more 
h eav ily indebted th an h e h ad a n tic i­ 
p ated.

A fter rem aining on th e grou nd for 
fou r month s, p ractically th e entire win­ 
te r’s snowfall at u p -riv er p oints, in 
some p laces am ou nting to eigh t feet, 
was wash ed c 
by ov er an inch of rain 
wh ich fell du ring Satu rday and Su n­ 
day . Th e torrent cau sed by th is mov e­ 
ment reach es h ere y esterday and h as 
left mu ch dam age in its wake. 
More 
th an a score of innu strial p lants are 
crip p led and at least 10,000 men are 
tem p orarily forced .nto idleness; cost­ 
ly w ash ou ts along railroads bordering 
on th e stream h av e resu lted and h u n­ 
dreds of h ou ses and stores are flooded 
Th e m onetary dam age cannot now 
be definitely estim ated. 
Fortu nately 
only one life h as been rep orted lost as 
an incident of th e flood. 
Th is was th e 
resu lt of a daring attem p t of Stanley 
Hilgor. a baker of Carap olls. to cross 
th e Oh io In a skiff. 
Th e skiff was cap ­ 
sized and H ilger was drowned.

tablish m ent In th e Camp ello district 
condu cted by th e R. B. Grov er com­ 
p any . 
Th e ex p losion w ai im m ediately fol­ 
lowed by a flash of flame wh ich con­ 
su med th e factory , a long, fou r-story 
stru ctu re, as if It were a h ou se of 
cards, and incinerated an u nknown 
nu m ber of men and women wh o were 
u nable to ex tricate th em selv es from a 
m ass of tangled w reckage formed by 
th e terrific 
u p h eav al in th e boiler 
room. 
More th an h alf a h u ndred of 
th e em p jloy es in th e bu ilding w er; 
maimed, bu rned or bru ised by th e tim e 
th ey reach ed safe grou nd. 
Some h ad 
ju mp ed from th e roof, some from win­ 
dows and oth ers h ad been inju red in 
th e mad ru sh to escap e from th e 


doomed factory , wh ich from all p arts 
em itted th e intense, awfu l h eat of an 
inferno, driv ing back th e band of h e­ 
roic rescu ers wh o in a few brief mo­ 
m ents h ad p erform ed gallant serv ice. 
Th e fire ex tended from th e factory 
to sev en oth er bu ildings in th e v icin­ 
ity and destroy ed th em. 
One of th ese 
bu ildings was a th ree-story wooden 
block, th e oth ers being cottages of 
small v alu e, and a blacksm ith sh op . 
Th e total financial loss is estim ated at 
a qu arter of a million dollars. $200,000 
of wh ich falls on th e IL B. Grov er com­ 
p any . 
Th e m onetary losses are nearly 
offset by insu rance. 
It may nev er be known ju st h ow 
many p ersons p erish ed in th e w reck­ 
age. 
No one knows ex actly h ow m a n y 
p ersons were in th e factory . 
Th e 
nu m ber h as been estim ated at 400. bu t 
T reasu rer C h arles O. Em erson said 
h e dou bted w h eth er th ere were so 
many at work. Two h u ndred and fifty 
su rv iv ors h av e been accou nted for. and 
th e rem ains of fifty bodies h av e been 
recov ered from th e ru m s. 
Fragm ents 
of h u m an iram es wh ich p ossibly migh t 
belong to bodies 
oth er th an th ose 
enu m erated 
h av e also 
been 
fou nd. 
Few of th e rem ains h av e been identi­ 
fied. 
Th e h ead in nearly ev ery ease 
is 
m issing 
and ex cep t in rare in 
stances, it will be im p ossible ev en to 
distingu ish th e sex . 
"A crack In th e lap seam of th e 
boiler was resp onsible for th e acci­ 
dent.” said an ex p ert engineer of th e 
H artford Steam Insp ection and Insu r* 
ance comp any .

St. Petersburg , March 21.—The lat­ 
est dispatches from M anchuria indi­ 
cate th at the retreat of the Russian 
arm y is being conducted unev entfully. 
The last few days were unm arked by 
any fig hting of a serious nature. 
Both 
the R ussians and the Japanese at this 
stag e are probably considering that 
m arching is m ore im portant than fig ht­ 
ing . 
The Russians, howev er, are neg ­ 
lecting no precautions to im pede pur­ 
suit and ham per the concentration of 
perm anent Japanese lines of supply. 
Upon the q uietude of the M anchuri­ 
an situation ihere has burst the news 
of the attem pted assassination of an 
other hig n official in Finland whose 
efforts for the Russification of the 
g rand duchy hav e exposed him to the 
v eng eance of the Young Fennom ans. 
The incident indicates that the rev olu­ 
tionists hav e not abandoned the policy 
of terrorism , but are determ ined to 
hav e more blood, and presag es further 
crim es of a like nature. 
The authorities here are draw ing up 
a prog ram of adm inistrativ e reform s 
for Finland with a v iew to re-establish­ 
ing order and dim inishing racial an 
tag onism s. 


T H E L IN E OF R E T R E A T 


Is Ma rk e d by Oc c a s iona l Sk irmis he s 
W ith Ja ps . 


Gunshu Pass. March 21.—The last 
two days hav e been utterly without in­ 
cident except for the rem ov al of the 
censor to Kudzlhu Pass. 
The Russian 
rear g uard is retreating slowly and en­ 
g ag ing in occasional skirm ishes. 
It 
has now reached a position twenty- 
sev en miles north of Tie Pass. 
The 
Japanese are slowly adv ancing w ithout 
pressing the Russians. 
In the course 
of the retreat the R ussians are destroy­ 
ing bridg es, the railroad bed and hig h­ 
ways. and carrying off stores and de­ 
m olishing building s and ev erything not 
portable. 
Reports of a wide turning 
mov ement by the 
Japanese are no 
long er being receiv ed 
T here is increasing difficulty in se­ 
curing reliable inform ation beyond the 
lim its w ithin which scouting parties 
are activ e on account of the defection 
of many Chinese to the Japanese side. 
Many nativ es who hav e been employed 
as serv ants by Russian officers hav e 
run away and other conseq uences of 
the ev acuation of Mukden are notice­ 
able In tne attitude of the Chinese. 
The troops parted in sadness with 
General K uropatkin. whose labors in 
shaping the arm y are recog nized and 
who was ev er attentiv e to the w ants of 
the soldiers in the m atter of food, 
clothing and shelter. 
R eg ardless of 
the fact that he had been com m ander- 
in-chlef, General K uropatkin offered to 
rem ain here as a subordinate of Gen­ 
era! Ltnev ltcb, and as com m ander of 
a corps 
General IJnev itch, who also enjoys 
the respect 
and 
confidence of the 
troops as a fig hter, is determ ined to 
initiate reform by weeding out the 
ov erloaded staff and other adm inis­ 
trativ e departm ents, and is taking oth­ 
er steps which, it is believ ed, will re­ 
sult in economy as well as increasing 
the efficiency of the array. 


Europe a n Inv a s ion Continue s . 
New York. March 21.—Enoug h im ­ 
m ig rants to people a g ood-sized city 
are due to arriv e in this port on the 
steam ships from European ports this 
week. 
For the sev en days the num ber 
will be 32.863. which is a fair-sized 
num ber ordinarily for a m onth and far 
exceeding that of any week in March 
since the federal g ov ernm ent has su­ 
perv ised the landing here.

Te rrible Sc e ne s Follow W re c k ing 
cf 
La rge Fa c tory . 
The explosion, which was followed 
by such a sacrifice of life and entail­ 
ing appalling instances of hum an suf­ 
fering . occurred w ithout w arning Sud­ 
denly the air v ibrated with the roar of 
an explosion. 
At the sam e moment 
the larg er wooden fram e of the fac- 
j tory, a four story structure, q uiv eied 
and then the rear portion of It collap­ 
sed 
In a fraction of a second this 
section of the g reat building had been 
transform ed into a mass of iron and 
wood wreckag e, in the midst of which 
hum an being s were pinioned. 
In an­ 
other m om ent fire had broken out in 
the debris and death by fire and suffo­ 
cation becam e the fate of scores of the 
operativ es. 
W hen the boiler exploded 
It passed upward alm ost perpendicu­ 
larly, tearing a passag e as it went, 
killing many on the way. 
A fter rising 
hig h in the air, It descended half the 
distance and then sw erv ing northerly, 
cut Its way like some hug h projectile 
throug h a dw elling house fifty feet 
away and pierced another dwelling 
further along , dem olishing the latter 
structure. 
H ere its course was stop­ 
ped. 
Scenes 
of 
horror 
followed 
the 
w renching ap*'rt of the factory build­ 
ing . 
In the re a r the th ree upper floors 
weig hted as they were with heav y 
m achinery, collapsed with a crash that 
was heard for blocks. Men and women 
operativ es working in departm ents of 
this section, who were busy at thetr 
m achines, had tim e but to turn in an 
attem pt to flee after the first dnll 
roar, when the flooring sank beneath 
them and they were carried to the 
g round floor crushed and bruised amid 
a m ass of debris. 
Many fell into a 
v eritable flery furnace 
In the second 
story of the factory which rem ained 
standing the operativ es were panic 
stricken as they soug ht escape. 
Many 
fled down the stairw ays and reached 
the street, others ran to the windows, 
the fire escapes in m any cases hav ing 
been torn away by the explosion. 
In 
desperation m any jum ped 
from 
the 
second and third story windows to the 
g round and were dang erously Injured. 
Scarcely had the rear portion of the 
structure collapsed when a tong ue of 
flame started up from the boiler pit 
and reaching out as it ascended, com­ 
m unicated with the splintered wreck­ 
ag e and Im m ediately afterw ards with 
the standing walls 
Soon the entire 
factory was in flames 
Instant death was the fate of many 
who went down with the floors that 
collapsed. A larg e num ber of men and 
women who were w orking near the 
supports w ere aliv e after the floors 
and walls fell. 
From these unfortun­ 
ates thrilling cries of ag ony and te r­ 
ror went up. 
Almost all had been 
caug ht betw een broken tim bers, lig ht­ 
er wooden w reckag e and heav y pieces 
of m achinery. 
A few persons succeed­ 
ed in extricating them selv es from the 
w reckag e, but more werfc roasted to 
death. 
By this tim e near by citizens h id 
arriv ed to assiRt the em ployes who 
escaped, in the rescue of their fellows. 
This task becam e m om entarily more 
difficult and perilous, for the heat then 
from the fire was most unbearable. 
By nse of long pieces of tim ber the 
rescuers were able to raise parts of 
the 
w reckag e 
and 
thereby 
release 
som e of the im prisoned men and wo­ 
men and then by rushing into the 
smoke, pull them from the ruins 
Then It was that acts of sacrifice 
and heroism were seen. 
One man 
whose leg s were caug ht under an iron 
beam cried to the rescuers that they 
could not extricate him and to help 
the g irls behind him 
S tretching out 
his arm s he lifted sev eral g irls one 
by one and passed them to the res­ 
cuers. 
Then the fire reached him and 
he died. 
A woman who was entang led 
in a shoe m achine cried out that she 
was dying and com m anded the rescu­ 
ers to attend to others who m ig ht liv e. 
She beg g ed to be shot. 
Soon the 
flames env eloped hfir 
Among the first 
to arriv e on the scene was Rev . Jam es 
A. O’Rourke, curate of St. M arg arets 
Roman Catholic church near by 
\ t 
the risk of his life he remov ed sev ^n 
persons from the ruins before the fire 
had reached him and was returning 
for the eig hth tim e, when he fainted 
from the effects of the smoke and 
shock. 
F ather O’Rourke adm inistered 
the last rites of the church to many 
Catholics, both to those who were 
sav ed and some who later perished. 
Many persons rushed into the ruins 
and pulled out the injured at the im 
m lnent risk of their own liv es. 
Im­ 
prisoned operativ es, too far away for 
rescue and who knew that their liv es 
would last but a few m om ents, spoke 
words of encourag em ent to those who 
seemed 
safe 
nearer 
them . 
Some 
prayed aloud. 
O thers pleaded with 
the rescuers to say “g ood bye” to rel 
ativ es. 
The spectacle unnerv ed many 
who were trying v ainly to g et to the 
v ictim s, and some turned away sick 
and fainting . 
M embers of the 
fire departm ent, 
with ladders, aided g reatly in the work 
of rescue, but their tim e for work was 
short, for within a brief interv al fire 
closed ov er the wreckag e, and the 
cries of the im prisoned were hushed.
